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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1, 3, 8, 10, 11, 13, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kellogg et al in view of Apffel et al. 

Kellogg teaches a substrate such as glass or silica (col. 8, line 34) with 
intersecting microchannels, one channel containing a sacrificial valve. See, e.g., Figure 
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8, channels 406, 408, valve 413 or Figure 20, channels 703. 704, 706 and valves 712. 
heaters are provided to melt the wax, which may travel through the channels or may 
alternatively be cooled in a recrystallization chamber to remove it form the flow path. 
Alternatively, wax may be heated and delivered to a location where it is cooled to block 
flow (see, e.g., col. 30, line 61 - col. 33, line 24). 

Kellogg fails to teach that the microchannels are etched. 

Apffel teaches microchannels may be formed in glass or silica substrates by 
etching (col. 4, lines 1-10). 

It would have been obvious to etch the microchannels in the device of Kellogg in 
order to form the channels by known methods as taught by Apffel. It would have been 
obvious to flow the wax from one channel to the next in order to have it flow away from 
the valve site, or to cool it in either a recrystallization chamber or site in another channel 
as taught by Kellogg. 

5. Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 5 should 
depend form claim 4 for proper antecedence for "said solder". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

6. Claims 4-7, 9, 14-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Kellogg fails to teach or suggest solder or a diaphragm as claimed.
